Cleveland, which annually raises 
the largest amount of any city

Commonweaith’s Attorney W. A. 
Brock, who serves in Bell and Har- 
lan counties. said he would take 
immediate steps to return Dreiser 
and his companions for trial in Bell 
County. 

Others named were: Charles 
Rumford Walker: his wife, Ade- 
laide Walker; Samuel Ornitz, Celia 
Kuhn, George Maurer, representa- 
tive of the International Labor De- 
fense: M. P. Levy, a writer, and A.

All were named in a single indict- 
ment which charged Dreisér and 
his associates, during the tour of 
the coal fields, unlawfully banded 
and confederated together “to com- 
mit criminal syndicalism and to 
promulgate a reign of terror’ in 
the coal fields. The’ indictment 
charged further fthat Dreiser’s 
group had suggested disorders -and 
resistance to the Government of 
the United States -nd of Kentucky. 

Dreiser and WMarie Pergain 
already were undér indictment in 
Bell. County. Both were charged 
previously with adultery. Dreiser 
denied the adultery charge. 

Dreiser’s committee entered the 
coal fields at Pineville Nov. 5. They 
held a series of meetings in Harlan 
and Bell County coal camps and 
witnesses were questioned as to liv- 
ing conditions, wages and regard- 
ing the long-standing strife between 
coal miners, coal mine operators 
and officers of the law. 

Mass meetings were held in Ar- 
jay, Bell County,’and at Wallins 
Creek, Harlan County. They lieft 
the coal fields five days later. 

Criminal syndicalism, as defined 
by Kentucky statute. is the act of 
committing, aiding or coun#éling 
crime, physical violence, arson, de- 
struction of property, intimidation, 
terrorism or other unlawful acts or 
methods as 2 means of accom plish- 
ing political ends or as a means of 
bringing abof&t political revolution. 

Conviction on the charge carries 
a maximum penalty of not more 
than 21 years’ imprisonment or a 
fine not to exceed $10,000, or both.

I have 
known you already as very cood 
friends; sometimes a little inquisi- 
tive, but always very kind and sym- 
pathetic towards my country and 
myself. I have come from Naples 
to New York on the Conte Grande, 
the same ship which four months 
ago brought the Secretary of State, 
Mr. Stimson, from New York to 
Naples. I call this a happy coin- 
cidence. 

“Of course I cannot now make 
any statement on the conversations 
I am going to have in Washingion 
with your President and your Sec- 
retary of State, but I think I can 
safely say that these conversations 
will prove useful for the general 
understanding which is so neces- 
sary to the world recovery. I1 did 
not come to America to offer a 
particular national plan but to 
bring the Italian contribution to 
the world of international co-op- 
eration. 

“After my. visit to Washington 
and the official call I am going to 
pay President Hoover, I shall re- 
turn to New York, it being my wish 
to spend four days in your won- 
derful city.

TOKIO, Nov. 16.—A report that 
Gen. Mah Chan-shan had attacked 

“the Japanese troops at Tahsing at 
daybreak this morning reached 
here today. The report of the bat- 
tle was contained in an urgent dis- 
patch from Harbin, Manchuria, 
and it said severe fighting was in 
progress. 

An earlier dispatch to the Rengo 
News Agency from Harbin said a 
train scheduled to depart over the 
Chinese Eastern Railway for Man- 
chuli to connéct with the Trans- 
Siberian Railroad was delayed be- 
cause of reports of a serious situa- 
tion near Anganchi, where Gen. 
Mah’s army is. 

The War Office said it had in- 
formation which indicated Gen. 
Mah Chan-shan was planning a 
general offensive, with the 30,000 
troops of Chang Hsueh-liang con- 
centrated at Chin Chow, to take 
place before the arrival of the re- 
inforcements which are due at 
Mukden Thursday from Japan. 

“Because of the circumstances, 
“the War Office statement said, 
“the Japanese army desires to 
make it known that, if it is com- 
pelled to go into action, the full 
weight of the consequences rests 
upon Gen. Mah Chan-shan and 
upon Chang Hsuch-liang who or- 
dered Gen. Mah to assume a hos- 
tile position.” 

The War Department is planning 
to send a number of additional 
airplanes to Manchuria from Japan 
and Korea, it was learfied. Among 
them will be several bombers. 

Gen Mah’s reported attack on 
the Japanese is said to have fol- 
lowed his rejection of an ultimatum 
calling upon him to transfer his 
troops north of the Chinese East- 
ern Railway, ending the possibility 
of a 10-day truce. 

The number of military inci- 
dents provoked by Chinese  sol- 
diers end bandits since the out- 
break of hostilities in Manchuria 
was listed in an official statement 
today at 964, exclusive of battles, 
and the number of fatalities was 
placed at 488, 

These incidents were said to 
comprise attacks on Japanese’ ar- 
mored trains, the burning of Chi- 
nese and Korean warehouses and 
farm houses, and the ransacking 
of native villages. The victims were 
identified as 305 Chinese citizens, 

133 Koreans, 15 Japanese soldiers, 
three Japanese policemen, four 
Japanese citizens, 27 Chinese po- 
licemen of pro-Japanese sympa- 
thies and one British Indian. 


Japanese Said to Have Beaten 
Chinese Cavalry at Nonni River. 


MUKDEN, Manchuria; Nov. 16. 
-—-The army on the Nonni River 
front is reported by its headquar- 
ters to have defeated a Chinese 
cavalry detachment of 4000 in a 
considerable engagement yesterday 
and to have occupied the village 
of Chienkuangti, 12 # kilometers 
northeast of Tahsing. 

Infantry, cavalry, artillery and 
aircraft are said to have partici- 
pated in the engagement which re- 
sulted in driving off the Chinese, 
who were threatening the Japan- 
ese right flank. 

Hundreds -* Chinese coolies have 
been digging day and night con- 
structing a trench system covering 
the Anganchi aréa. It is an elaD- 
orate three-line affair with the 
main strongholds at points seven 
kilometers south of Anganchi. 

Thes® preparations were syn- 
chronized with a Chinese cavalry 
raid which succeeded in cutting 
—the Taonan-Anganchi railways and 
telegraph lines halfway between 
Taonan and the Nonni River. The 
damage was repaired shortly after- 
ward. 

Gen. Mah's troops seemed short 
of provisions, it was reported, and 
they are commandeering food- 
stuffa and money from towns and 
villages around Anganchi and 
Taitsihar. 

Two Germans, one Czech, and 
one Esthonian, all residents of 
Mukden, were captured by Chin- 
ese bandits while hunting near 
Hsinmintun here yesterday. They 
were held several hours, stripped of 
all their outer clothing, beaten and 
compelled to run a mile behind 
horses. They were released when 
a Japanese airplane flew overhead 
and they walked three miles into 
Chulivho, where the Japanese mili- 
tary hospital gave them first aid.

Group Named by Home 
Conference Declares Many 
Dwellings Are Menace to 
Health, Family Life.

WASHI NGTON, ‘Nov. 16.—The 


houses of this country are regard- 
ed as “our largest mass of obso- 
lete and discredited equipment” by 
an investigating committee’ of 
President Hoover's conference on 
home building and meme owner- 
ship. 

The remedy, the committee 
thinks, is mass production of 
houses rather than individual con- 
struction of homes. It will make 
that recommendation when the 
conference meets on Dec. 2. 

It has concluded that “new 
houses meeting an acceptable 
standard of living are too expen- 
sive for two-thirds of the popula- 
tion of the United States.” 

In consequence, the committee 
said, many families must continue 
living in dwellings far below pres- 
ent standards of sanitation and 
decency, “in some cases so far be- 
low as to be an actual menace to 
health and family life.” 

The reason for this, in the opin- 
ion of the committee on large scale 
operations, is that nobody has 
found a way of replacing the older 
structures at a cost as low as_ the 
“original one 20, or 50 years ago.” 

Contrasted with that, the com- 
mittee said, was the transforma- 
tion of standards in the last 10 
years where automobiles, radios 
and lighting facilities are con- 


cerned. 


‘Mass Production. 

Mass production, or large scale 
operations, the committee belicves, 
must be an adjunct in changing 
the present situation. 

“The application of the best 
technical experience and business 
practice to the production, owner- 
ship and operation of low cost 
dwellings of desirable standards, 
planned so as to provide socially 
integrated ecommiunities,” is the 
committee’s definition of large 
scale operations, 

Closely connected with the work 
of the President’s conference for 
better homes is Mr. Hoover's plan 
for a series of banks to accelerate 
home building and ease the strain 
on mortgage loan institutions. 

The committee on large scale 
operations, headed by Alfred K. 
Stern, director of the Julius Rosen- 
whld fund, said that it has studied. 
examples of the application of 
large scale operations in the past.

Tokio Accuses China of Deliberaté- 
ly Aggravating Situation.

TOKIO, Nov. 16.—The Japanese 
Government today accused China 


of deliberately aggravating the sit-. 


uation in Manchuria, in a reply to 
China‘’s note of Nov. 4, handed to 
the Chinese legation here this eve- 


ning. The note said peace in the 


Far East would continue to be 
jeopardized until China “recognizes 
the sanctity of treaties and aban- 
dons her policy of utilizing anti- 
foreign agitation to obtain her ob- 
jects.” 

The League of Nations resolution, 
which called upon Japan to begin 
evacuation of troops from outside 
the railway zone in Manchuria dnd 
to complete it by today, is not op- 
erative since it lacked a unanimous 
vote, the note asserted. 

Consequently, China’s demands 
that Japan carry out the provisions 
of that League resolution ‘‘shows 
that China is trying to twist the 
League's action to serve her own 
purposes,” it was argued. 

On the other hand, the note ac- 
cuses China of failing to live up 
to the résolution by making no ef- 
fort to restore normal relations in 
Manchuria. 

Attitude Toward League. 

Japan's attitude toward the meet- 
ing of the League Council in Paris 
was summed up by a spokesman 
for the Foreign Office in these 
words: “The League cannot save 
its, face at the expense of Japan.” 

“First, it was talk designed to 
save the face of the Kellogg pact,” 
he said, “and now it is efforts be- 
ing put forth to save the face of 
the League. 

“Frankly, we searcely expect any 
resolution or decision adopted by 
the League will help matters. As 
we have often 8Btated, we can’t see 
a settlement reached by.that route. 
China appealed to the League with- 
out consulting us, and we did not 
like that move, to say the least. 

“The League might recommend 
direct negotiations between China 
and Japan. That’s about the only 
thing it can do. We have been in- 
sisting On that course from the 
start.”’ 

Asked about reports from Wash- 
ington, Geneva and Paris that a 
compromise plan was in the mak- 
ing, he said there were no such 
suggestions in communications sent 
abroad by the Foreign Office. 

“Japan has. not authorized Am- 
bassador Yoshizawa or Matsudaira 
to offer any cOmpromise, and there 
is very little chance of a settle- 
ment being reached by. these 
means,” he said. “We have pre- 
sented the League with our condi- 
tion.

Chaos if Japanese Had Evacuated 
Zone, Says Commander.

MUKDEN, Manchuria, Nov. 16.— 
Lieutenant-General Shigeru Honjo, 
commander of the Japanese army 
in Manchuria, told the Associated 
Press today that, if Japan had com- 
plied with the League’s resolution 
to evacuate non-treaty zones by to- 
Gay the result would have been 
chaos. He said that no nation had 
a greater respect for the League’s 
ideals than Japan and the unfor- 
tunate situation in Manchuria was 
embarrassing alike to the League 
and the Japanese army. 

“We are not purposely obstruct- 
ing the League’s objectives,” he 
said, “or attempting to lower its 
prestige, but we must do what ne- 
cessity dictates to protect Japanese 
lives, rights and interests in this 
part of the world.” 

He listed the total number. of 
Japanese troops in Manchuria at 
13,400, of which thé following de- 
tachments were outside the South 
Manchuria Railway. zone. One bat- 
tery of artillery at Kirin, one bat- 
talion of infantry and one battery 
of artillery: at sChenchiaun, one 
company of infantry and one séc- 
thon of artillery at Chuliuho, one 
company of infantry at Yingkow. 

These troops are in addition te 
those on the Nonni River front, 
whose numbers are 4 military se- 
cret but aré estimated at close to 
3000. On the basis of these figures 
it was calculated that 5000 Jap- 
anese troops were stationed outside 
the non-treaty zone. 

Stimson Talks With Dawes on 
Trans-Atlantic Radiophone. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 
the trans-Atlantic radiophone 
Secretary Stimson today received 
detailed reports from Ambassador 
Charles G. Dawes on efforts by 
League of Nations statesmen to 
end hostilities in Manchuria. 

The Secretary’s new telephone 

equipment was called into use sev- 
eral times as the afministration 
kept in close touch with the nego- 
tations. Secretary -Stimson said 
Dawes was conferring with the 
representatives of other Powers in- 
formally. He observed that such 
informal conferences are the places 
where the real business is usually 
done. 

It is understood Dawes has au- 
thority to participate in the ses- 
sions if deemed advisable. 

Japan today apparently had won 
a point in its insistence that the 
Chinese recognize previous treaties 
and agreements with it when the 
latter agreed to withdraw. troops 
from Tientsin. The withdrawal, 
reported to the State Department 
by Frank P. Lockhart, American 
Consul General there, was under 
the terms of an agreement which 
followed the Boxer rebellion. 

The Japanese have emphasized 
that China sRould recognize con- 
cessions outlined in settlements 
dating back over a_ considerable 
period. China has replied that 
some were won by force and should 
be nullified. 

The Chinese troops are under 
the Hopei Provincial Government 
which has agreed to remove them 
six and two-thirds miles from the 
city. 


STATE COLLECTS $80,000

A memorial meeting in honor of 
William K. Bixby and Fred W. 
Lehmann has held yesterday by the 
Missouri Historical Society at Jef- 
ferson Memorial. Mr. Bixby was 
president emeritus of the society 
when he died last month and Mr. 
Lehmann was its vice president 
when he died in September. 

Isaac H. Lionberger spoke of the 
life and services of Mr. Bixby, and 
Charles Nagel spoke of Mr. Leh- 
mann. E. H. Wuerpel, dean of 
| Washington University School of 
Fine Acts, also spoke of Mr. Bixby. 
Resolutions adopted by the trustees 
of the society eulogizing both men 
were read. 

“William K. Bixby deserves to be 
remembered by this community,” 
Lionberger said. “He helped to 
organize and manage many of its 
important industries and to found 
and equip and endow its colleges, 
hospitals, libraries and art galleries. 
His books and manuscripts have 
contributed to our fame. Every 
charity owes him gratitude. He 
\gave lavishly and gladly to every 
deserving cause, 

W. K. Bixby’s Collections. 

“After success had been achieved 
Mr. Bixby indulged his native in- 
clinations and devoted his leisure 
to the collection of manuscripts, 
books and works of art. His home 
became a treasury of things worth 
having and things worth knowing. 
In time, the fame of his treasures 
reached to all parts of the country. 

“His zeal as a collector was not 
more remarkable than the generous 
use he made of his treasures. To 
the State ‘of Virginia he gave a 
priceless ‘manuscript relating to 
Washington, and, in many other 
instances, surrendered to local in- 
stitutions authentic documents of 
special local interest. He also 
caused to be printed and gave to 
his friends sumptuous books predi- 
cated upon historical narratives 
never before published. 

“He was generous in the display 
of his treasures. His house was 
open to all comers, and _ scholars 
from many parts of the country 
visited him. 

“If charity be good, he was most 
generous; if fidelity to a trust be 
honorable, he was a man of high- 
est honor; if business ability be 
praiseworthy, his fortune proclaims 
his worth; if culture, refinement, 
good taste and broadmindedness be 
social virtues, he deserves grati- 
tude.”’

ATTACKS UNION 
FECTING PLEA 


Gets Rehearing of Latter’s 
Proposal to Buy Some of 
Its Stock Before Service 
Commission. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
end of the Post-Dispatch. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 16.— 
Reopening of hearings on the ap- 
plication of the Union Electric 
Light & Power Co. of St. Louis for 
authority to buy approximately 26 
per cent of the voting stock of the 
Laclede Power & Light Co. of St. 
Louis, a competitor, from affiliated 
companiees of the Union Electric, 
was ordered today by the Missouri 
Public Service Commission, imme- 
diately after hearing arguments of 
counsel on the Laclede company’s 
motion to rehear the case, which 
had been tried for a decision. 

Bennett C. Clark, attorney for 
the Laclede company, charged the 
move by the Union Electric to ac- 
quire the stock, which would enti- 
tle it to elect a director to the La- 
clede’s board, was “‘ an attempt to 
harass and bedevil” a competitor, 
and would be detrimental to the 
public interest. He charged it 
was a move to destroy competition 
in the electric business in St. Louis, 

Clark asserted that since tre first 
hearing on the application on Nov. 
2. representatives of the Union 
Electric had attempted to convey 
the impression to Laclede Electric 
customers that the Union Electric 
would buy the Laclede nplant and 
they might as well buy their elec- 
tric power from the Union Electric, 

He also charged the Union Elec- 
tric was attempting to ‘“ham- 
string’ the Laclede Power & Light 
Co., through a proposed new rule 
for steam-heating service by the 
Union Electric, which would limit 
heating service in the downtown 
area of St. Louis to customets who 
bought electric light and power 
from Union Electric. 

The Union Electric recently filed 
with the Public Service Commis- 
sion a new schedule covering 
steam-heating rates and a proposed 
revision of rules for steam-heating 
service. The commission suspended 
the schedule and rules, for investi- 
gation, after examination  dis- 
closed there was no chance in the 
steam rates and that the principal 
change in rules was to limit steam 
service to customers buying electric 
service from the Union Electric. 
The effect of this Change would be 
to bar downtown buildings and in- 
dustries now buying electric serv- 
ice from the Laclede, from ob- 
taining steam service from the 
Union Electric. It also would bar 
from the steam service any con- 
derns operating their own electric 
generating plants, 

Seeks to Intervene. 

The Laclede Co. today filed a pe- 
tition with the commission for au- 
thority to intereven in hearings on 
the proposed change in the com- 
mission for authority to intervene 
in hearings.on the proposed change 
in the Union Electric steam heat- 
ing rules, stating the proposed 
change “constitutes unfair compe- 
tition against this petitioner,” and 
would result in serious financial 
loss to the Laclede Co. A hearing 
was set for Nov. 30. 

The Laclede Power & Light Co. 
was formed several years ago to 


taffe over and operate the electric 


department of the Laclede Gas 
Light Co. Both Laclede com- 
panies are controlled by the Utili- 
ties Power & Light Corporation, of 
Chicago. 

After granting the motion of the 
Laclede Power and Light Co. for 
re-opening of the stock transfer 
case, the commission set the first 
hearing for Dec. 7, in Jefferson 
City. 

The Union Electric recently ap- 
plied for authority to purchase 
from undisclosed sources, voting 
trust certificates for 3330 shares of 


| the Laclede Power and Light Co. 


stock, amounting to about 26 per 
cent of the voting stock. This was 
done under a law requiring com- 
mission consent before a corpora- 
tion may acquire and hold more 
than 10 per cent of the stock of 
a public utility in Missouri. 

The hearing, last Nov. 2, devel- 
oped that the voting trust certifi- 
cates for the stock were held at 
present by the Securities Invest- 
ment Trust of Massachusetts, the 
North American Edison Co. and the 
Edison Securities Co., all subsidi- 
aries of affiliated companies of 
the North American Co., parent 
holding company for the Union 
Electric. 

Proposes to Pay Double Book 

Value. 

Louis H. Egan, president of 
Union Electric, testified the stock 
was purchased by these affiliated 
companies three or four years - go, 
with the intention that ultimately 
Union Electric would acquire them. 
He testified the book value of the 
stock was approximately $100 a 
share, and that the affiliated com- 
panies had bought it at an average 
of $163 a share. Union Electric 
proposed to pay $214 a share, or 
double what yp said was the 
approximate book value. He «aid 
the difference between the “$214 
and the average of $163 a share 
paid by the affiliated com panies 
represented carrying charges.

CHICAGO, Nov. 16.—Scientists 
at the University of Illinois Re- 
search and Educational Hospital 
are going to make their own 
weather. Three rooms at the hos- 
pital are to be used to produce 
synthetic weather conditions, s0 
that a person can be made as cold 
as he or she would be at the North 
Pole or as hot as he or she would 
be at the equator. The purpose is 
to study how the body reacts to 
changes in climate. 

Dr. Lloyd Arnold, professor of 
bacteriology, disclosed the hospi- 
tal’s weather plans yesterday, say- 
ing the laboratory would be the 
most complete of its kind in the 
country. Heating units and refrig- 
erators are to be used.to change 
the temperature. Fans and shut- 
ters are to control winds so that 
a 40-mile-an-hour gale can be used 
when needed for the experiments. 
With sprayers, Dr. Arnold and four 
assistants will be le to control 
the humidity. 

Tests to be given patients will 
determine whether they can stand 
polar or tropical expeditions, and 
whether they are fitted for duties 
in refrigerators or furnace rooms.

Two Others Get 99 Years for Part 
in East Side Killings in , 
Holdups. 

Three East St. Louis Negroes re- 
cently convicted of murder were 
sentenced by Circuit Judge Miller 
at Belleville today to be electro- 
cuted Dec. 11 at the Southern IIli- 
nois penitentiary at Chester be- 
tween 12:01 a. m. and high noon. 

Those ‘sentenced are Willie 
Green, charged with the murder of 
Max Newmark, an East St. Louis 
grocer, in a holdup last January; 


|Edward Rose, charged with the 


murder of Elbert Mankin, a Ter- 
minal Railroad detective, who in- 
terrupted a holdup on the Cahokia 
road. and James Jackson, charged 
with killing his wife, Alberta. 
Two other Negroes, Ed Williams, 
charged with the Newmark mur- 
der, and C. D. Eckford, charged 
with the Mankin murder, were sen- 
tenced by Judge Miller to serve 99 
years in the penitentiary.

DUBLIN’ Now * r ™_ Achieve- 
ment’*of a freely functioning Irish 
republic and orgd@hnization of a 
workers’ state on the basis of the 
purest communism” is the pro- 
fessed and paradoxical aim of Irish 
revolutionaries today, as expressed 
by some of their leaders. 

At two private meetings with 
leaders of the movement for Irish 
independence, the correspondent 
was left with few illusions regard- 
ing the future of Ireland in the 
event that independence of England 
is achieved. 

Such insurgents as Mrs. Annie 
Frances Despard, 87-year-old sister 
of the late Earl of Ypres, “the 
grand old lady of the cause;"’ Hel- 
ena Molony, who has “done her bit” 
in Mountjoy prison;' Mrs. Peadar 
O'Donnell, wife of the noted Irish 
author; Mrs. Sean MacBride and 
Madame Maud Gonne MacBride, 
mother of Sean MacBride and wife 
of Maj. John MacBride, executed 
after the Easter rebellion of 1916, 
were interviewed. Some of these 
women have been active in the in- 
dependence movement for 40 years. 

‘Such man leaders as Sean Mac- 
Bride, Frank Ryan, Peadar O'Don- 
nell and Sean Hayes are “on the 
run,”’ certain that their capture 
would mean confinement, probable 


tribunal and possible sentence to 
death. 

But they have left behind. them 
their ‘Wwomenfolk, apparently the 
strongest motivating force of the 
rebellion. They represent and 
speak not only for the Irish Repub- 
lican army, but also for the People’s 
Rights Association, or the “moth- 
ers,” as its members are called, and 
the newly former Saor Eire.

CAN BE PALATABLE 


Careful Cooking and Seasoning 
Transform Economical 
Steaks. 


There's a great deal of nutrition 
and appetizing appeal in the cheap- 
er forms of beef, if only care is 
taken in cooking them. Pot roasts 
and boiled beef are generally 
served, and cheaper steaks may 
also be used to advantage. 

A stuffed flank steak is a very 
substantial main dish, and so is 
beaten steak with tomato juice, 
sometimes called Swiss steak. 

' « JWlank Steak, 

Wipe a flank steak with a damp 
cloth, and for the stuffing take 
one-half cup minced celery and one 
minced onion browned lightly in 
two tablespoons butter or beef 
drippings. Mix with one and one- 
half cups stale bread crumbs, sea- 
son to taste. Spread the stuffing 
over steak. Beginning at one side 
of steak, roll it up like a jelly roll, 
and tie securely in several places 
with clean string. (When carved in 
slices, the meat will be cut across 
the grain, if rolled from the side,-. 
not the end.) Sear in a small quan- 
tity of fat in a’ heavy skillet or a 
baking pan on top of the stove and 
turn the meat frequently until 
browned on all sides.

Significant in regard to the lat- 
ter was the State Department an- 
nouncement that both countries’ 
representatives “proposed to keep 
: in touch with the respective pro- 
vincial and state authorities in 
the consideration of the power 
features of the development.” 
New York met a definite rebuff 
when it sought to sit in on the 
treaty conferences. The Federal 
Government shut the State out. 
Electric generation in enormous 
quantities is an inevitable by-prod- 
uct of the waterway development. 
which has tremendous industrial 
significance. 
Gov. Roosevelt claims for New 
York State ownership of the Amer- 
ican share of the power. The Fed- 
eral Government has _ carefully 
avoided any concession on the 
point. 
The discussion so far has dealt 
with the 48-mile international sec- 
tion, extending from Ogdenbu 
, N. Y., to a point opposite Cornwall, 
Ont. Secretary of State Stimson 
and Minister Herridge of Canada 
have made arrangements for im- 
mediate reconvening of the joint 
engineering board, which will at- 
tempt to agree on procedure in the 
international section. This board 
disagreed in 1926, the Canadians 
holding out for two dams instead 
of one. Since then, however, the 
United States advisers have shown 
willingness to concede the point. 
If all goes well with the negotia- 
tions, a formel treaty may be laid 
before the Senate for ratification 
early in the year.

Three organizations have been es- 
tablished to intensify the ordinary 
school training.

Any child, regardless of social 
antecedents, can join the Octobrists 
or the Pioneers. Until recently the 
members of the Komsomols Were 
carefully selected. Sons and daugh- 
ters of kulaks, private traders, old 
aristocrats and the clergy were 
barred outright from the organiza- 
tion, and children of office workers 
and the intelligentsia were forced 
to undergo a probationary period. 
Sons and daughters of workers and 
peasants were taken into the or- 
ganization immediately without 
question. 

Lately, however, the Komsomols 
have liberalized their membership 
rules. Stalin’s speech welcoming 
the old intelligentsia back to the 
economic field may have influenced 
this. The organization had a mem- 
bership of 4,000,000 this summer, 
1,000,000 of whom were added dur- 
ing the year. The leaders of the 
‘organization promised their com- 
munist elders that they would add 
1,500,000 new members during the 


coming year. 


Material for ‘Shock’ Workers. 


The « Komsomol organization 
closely follows the communist pat- 
tern. It has almost 100,000 “cells” 
throughout the Union and the mem- 
bers are rigidly disciplined from 
within the organization and from 
above. About 10 per cent of the 
members are commugists who have 
retained an interest in the Youth 
organization. 

The Komsomols are used by the 
Bolsheviks where enthusiasm and 
even recklessness are thought nec- 
essary. They enter into socialistic 
competitions, serve as shock bri- 
gade workers, organize drives and 
“pep” meetings. They were blamed 
for the excesses of the farm col- 
lectivization campaign in.1929 and 
1930 and were the principal agita- 
tors for the tearing down of little- 
used churches. They are alsg, en- 
couraged to ‘“‘cleanse” the bureau- 
cracy of inefficient workers. They 
will descend upon a Soviet insti- 
tution, office or plant and make a 
careful scrutiny for things 
think wrong.

The Bolshevik lead- 
ers would greatly like to know how much of their economic and po- 
litical philosophy has been absorbed by the young people who have 
known only the Soviet form of government. 


the nation, not for themselves alone 
but for the benefit of the class 
state. Their information about 
the rest of the world and other po- 
litical philosophies is comparative- 
ly meager. They attempt to offset 
this by their enthusiasm. 

Just as the younger Communists 
direct the activities of the. Kom- 
somols, the Komsomols direct the 
Young Pioneers, who are also num- 
bered by the millions. The junior 
organization is divided into brig- 
ades and troops. Jt compares with 
the Western Boy and Girl Scouts, 
except that its activities include 
more fields, many Of which are di- 
rectly allied to production. 

Each troop is attached to a fac- 
tory, a mine, a state or collective 
farm. The members are expected 
to make a study of that particular 
industry. Like the. Boy Scouts, 
they have their socia] duties, and 
as is the case throughout Russia 
today, the organization makes lav- 
ish use of military terms. They are 
urged to be scouts, skirmishers, 
light cavalry and moppers-up..Dhey 
will clean up around a factory or 


farm, collect junk, sort’ seeds, 
“liquidate” illiteracy among the 
old folks and in general make 


themselves useful. ‘ 

Like the German “wandervogel,” 
they go on hikes and long tours to 
inspect a factory, a farm or a mine. 
Whenever possible they will lend a 
hand to the older workers. For 
amusements they have their own 
sports and singing classes. They, 
too, receive political training. both 
in theory and practice. 


Where the Past Is Blank. 


This group knows only post-rev- 
olutionary Russia. All were born 
after the declaration of war in 
1914. The Bolshevik leaders have 
had a free hand in teaching them. 
Their knowledge of the world is 
limited to the hardships Russia has 
suffered. Now that life is getting 
easier they attribute the change for 
the better to the Sovict form of 


tcovernment. 


The ‘‘Octobrists’’ are in the in- 
fant class of the Socialist school. 
Too young to be of assistance in 
the production field, they are 
taught to play and study in groups, 
the first step toward creation of 
the “collective man.” The Pioneers, 
as part of their, social duty, instruct 
the youngsters. 

The intensive training of the 
young people in communistic 
thought has brought results. Rus- 
sian youth is taking a greater in- 
terest in political and economic 
questions than the youth of’ any 
other country, with the possible 
exception of Germany. Many of 
the young people have cut them- 


selves from family ties because 
their parents were “bourgeois- 
minded’ or religiously inclined. 


Thev have pat answers for all cap- 
italistic arguments. Many seem to 
have memorized the 


Several foreign observers the 
writer encountered in Russia in- 
sisted that many of the Komsomol 
members were “careerists,”” that 
they had joined the Communist 
movement for individual gain, real- 
izing that this was the only way 
they could get ahead in the Soviet 
State. There may be exceptional 
eases of this sort. The writer be- 
lieves that it would be more fitting 
to compare the Komsomol 
to’ the various organizations 
of youth in America. The Pi- 
oneer and Komsomol activities af- 
ford an outlet for exuberant youth- 
ful spirits and energy. Other or- 
ganizations are yroscribed. By 
joining the organizations fostered 
by the Bolshevik !caders the Rus- 
sian youth addg brightness to his 
life and power to his individual ef- 
forts.

NEW YORK, Nov. 16.—Nine 
American economists who made a 
six weeks’ study of European con- 
dition have voiced Opinions that 
political, tariff and trade realign- 
ments will be necessary before 
world business stability can be re- 
stored. 

Their suggestions, made sepa- 
rately to the Carnegie Endowment 
for International Peace,- include 
disarmament, decreased or can- 
celed war reparations payments, 
world-wide tariff readjustments 
and a proposal for “a new kind of 
international economic conference 
to put the world’s economic wvrob- 
lems before the public on a purely 
business basis.” 

They agree that England is in 
one of the most critical periods of 
its history. 

Growing opinion in favor of a 
protective tariff in England was 
found by, Prof. Arthur B. Adams, 
dean of the College of Commerce 
of the University’ of Oklahoma. 
Labor and industry, he said, favor 
such a step, but there is aiso a 
pronounced feeling that downward 
revision of tariffs abroad would 
ameliorate England’s husiness dis- 
tress.

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SNOWDEN ELEVATED 
T0 BRITISH PEERAGE 


Former Labor Chancellor of the 
Exchequer Is Made a 
Viscount.

LONDON, Nov. 16.—Official an- 
nouncement was made today that 
Philip Snowden, Chancellor of the 
Exchequer in Ramsay MacDonald’s 
Labor Cabinet, has been created a 
Viscount. 

He was one of the strongest fig- 
ures in the Labor Government, and 
by his services earned the appella- 
ation “Iron Chancellor.” His 
magic with figures achieved a bal- 
ance in the British budget and his 
were the recommendations which 
imposed stringent economies upon 
the people and the Government, 
boosting taxes and cutting the dole. 

In recent months he has been 
seriously ill and for a long time he 
has used two canes to assist him 
getting about. 

He did not run for re-election to 
the House of Commons in the last 
general election, but was included 
in the present cabinet as Lord 
Privy Seal. 

Since he could not qualify as a 
Cabinet members unless he held a 
seat in one House of Parliament, 
his appointment to the Cabinet 
verified reports which had been 
current for some time that he was 
to be raised to the peerage. 

The announcement said the King 
had approved Snowden’s elevition. 

The procedure is in accordance 
with precedent by which Cabinet 
members who go to the House of 
Lords become Viscounts. It was 
not known whether Snowden would 
become simply Viscount Snowden 
or whether he would choose some 
other designation,

Mind, the invisible, imponderable part 
of man, is in the broadcasting mech- 
anism, in the electric waves that proceed 
from it and in your radio. Thought, ex- 
pressed in speech or music, travels 
through the ether, one might say riding, 
on the electric waves. It comes to you 
in all its wonder and beauty, when you, 
as you say, “get” a station. 

Arthur Compton, one of our greatest 
scientists and a Nobel prize winner, in 
an address on “Life After Death,’ com- 
pares the immortal part of man, mind or 
soul, to the light of a candle, which, he 
says, will, if the candle is burned out 
under the open sky, stream into interstel- 
lar space, whgre it will keep going on for- 
ever. “The flame was mortal, but the 
light which jt gave was immortal.” So 
of the instruments that we use in radio. 
They will pass. The marvelous tubes will 
burn out. But. the human thought back 
of them is a million times more wonder- 
ful, more mysterious. And it is the view 
of many of our best scientists téday tha 
it, too, is immortal. 

Think of this when you listen to the 
radio. It will make it infinitely interest- 
ing.

This being true, it is perplexing that someone prom- 
inently mentioned for the Democratic nomination for 
President, as Gov. Roosevelt is, should feel it neces- 
sary to enter a disclaimer for the Democrats. The 
Governor’s defense of his party seems to us to be 
labored. He points out that it has ruled New York, 
possibly the most progressive of the states, since 
1922: that the business of government has been great- 
ly simplified and improved in that period, and that 
the business men of the State have great confidence 
in the Democratic administration of New York’s af- 
fairs. This notwithstanding the interest of the Dem-, 
ocratic government ‘of New York in such social prog- 
ress as old age pensions, education, health and insur- 
ance. Gov. Roosevelt claims for the Democrats that 
government in New York has been made responsible 
to the people, which he says it was not before. We 
think there is,much truth in that, just as we think it 
is quite true that the: Tammany rule they have in 
New York City is as bad for the people as govern- 
ment possibly could be. 

There is a larger point which has not yet been 
touched upon with respect to the approaching na- 
tional election. It is whether business is the pur- 
pose of government, or #s merely an obvious cor- 
ollary. We “have never believed, as Mr. Coolidge 
did, that “the business of the Government is busi- 
ness.” The welfare of the people is the business of 
the Government. The United States would be a much 
happier and more prosperous country today had the 
welfare of the people been the great desideratum 
since the World War. Plato said 2500 years ago: 
“Ruin follows when the trader rules.” We ourselves 
started the universal tariff making which has at last 
left the business of all the nations prostrate within 
their own walls. We are, moreover, suffering from the 
absence of statesmanship in the Government. We can- 
not let business men run the Government and hope to 
have statesmen. The two points of view are dia- 
metrically opposed. Business men have been run- 
ing the Government for more than a decade, and 
the consequence is that statesmanship has declined. 
We might have statesmanship and still have busi- 
ness, but we cannot let business run the country and 
still have statesmanship. If one doubts that this is 
true, one has only to read the history of the United 
States. . 

The Democrats could, in our judgment, not do bet- 
ter than to promise merely to make business the hap- 
py consequence of good government. If they did that, 
it would be better for both.

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BUREAUCRACY’S TABOO ON ART. 


The Collector of Customs at Chicago opened a pack- 
age of imported pictures the other day’ and got a 
shock. Two artists, named James McNeill Whistler 
and Anders Zorn, had been so misguided as to etch 
portrayals of nyde figures, he found, and a Chicago 
art dealer had had the effrontery to import copies of 
their works. The blushing collector hastily referred 
the matter to Washington. The Customs Bureau 
presumably was shocked, too, for it has forbidden 
entry of the etchings. It might be all right to im- 
port such horrid pictures for art galleries, but not 
for commercial purposes, it ruled. . 

By this decision, art dealers are left with sanction 
to deal, in their import departments, only in depic- 
tions of sunsets, trees, fully clad individuals, bowls 
of fruit, platters of fish and similar moral subjects. 
However, the patrons of this Chicago dealer need not 
be disappointed if they wish to own copies of the 
pictures they have admired on museum walls. They 
need only step over to the Art Institute, where post- 
card-size reproductions of these or similar Whistlers 
and Zorns have been on sale for some years, without 
hindrance by the Customs Bureau, the police or the 
anti-vice societies. If they wish to leave the realm 
of the artistic and invest in nudity for nudity’s sake 
alone, there are hosts of “art magazines,” sold with- 
out molestation from the news stands.

The millions of un- 
employed might be said to have no private interests 
just now. They will be watching Washington. In- 
dustry, fearful of unconsidered legislation, will be 
watching Washington.

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WHY MEN FIGHT. 

In an address before the East St. Louis College 
Club, Dr. Roland G. Usher, professor of history in 
Washington University, is quoted as saying in effect 
that statesmen cannot force wars without the wish 
of their people and that in the matter of war-mak- 
ing they usually follow the popular will. With this 
view many will disagree, and rightly so, in our op{in- 
ion, on the ground that Dr. Usher has the cart 
before the horse. 

The explanation which is coming more and more 
to have currency—and this bodes good for the peace 
of the world—is that wars, by and large, are fought 
in, the interests of a minority, who stand to profit 
thereby. Does anyone suppose the Austrian peasants 
sent the ultimatum to Serbia? Did the Russian farm- 
ers order the troops of the Czar into East Prussia? 
Did the German artisans demand the invasion of 
Belgium? Obviously, the answer in each case is no. 
Or to turn to American history, what did small town 
residents of the Middle West have to do with caus- 
ing the war with Spain, now convincingly explained 
as a private enterprise in behalf of a few individuals? 

That the people have a hand in the promotion of 
war cannot be denied, but their course follows a 
way already charted for them. They are misled by 
what the modern political scientist rightly calls 
“myths,” which are set up to incite them to support 
the predetermined program. As Dr. E. A. Ross puts 
it, “It is the governments that set their peoples 
against one another and not the peoples that set 
their governments against one another.” It is true, 
as Dr. Usher says, that to admit that statesmen lead 
their people blindly into war is to admit that de- 
mocracy does not function as it should, but who is 
there as yet to claim perfection for democracy, or 
anything else? 

The realistic view is that wars are fought not 
because men like war, but because a few men have 
Stakes which they want the rest to foster and pro- 
tect. Manifestly,.some such’ conclusion ought to be 
among the lessons learned through the disclosures 
of the years that have followed the World War.

The only decent way we could do this was 
through the war debts. The American Gov- 
ernment was owed about $11,5.00,000,000 by 
various European Governments, mostly by 
France, Italy and Great Britain. It had 
seemed exceedingly bitter to the victors that 
this sum, expended in “a cOmmon cause,” 
should have to be repaid. While proving 
that Germany could easily pay $33,000,000,- 
000 if she really tried, the richest Govern- 
ments in Europe professed their inability to 
pay America a sum one-third as great un- 
less Germany paid it for them. This ar- 
gument was not popular in America. How- 
ever, we went right ahead, and from 1923 
to 1926 cheerfully made our debtors sign 
agreements to repay us according to their 
ability. Among themselves, they quietly ar- 
ranged that they should get the money to 
pay us from Germany, which would borrow 
it from Wall Street. 

Then American prosperity flopped, and 
the curtain was rung down. The United 
States faced the loss of $6,000,000,000 in 
war debts, the imfioverishment of our best 
market and possibie crash of the capitalistic 
system. 


man. statesmen have -wrestled with it. 
American statesmen and economists, in- 
cluding Dawes and Young, Hughes, Stim- 
son. and Mellon, Presidents Harding, Cool- 
idge and Hoover, have all been involved in 
it.

It was a good trick and it worked as 
smoothly as did the principle of “self-deter- 
mination,” which was somewhat strained 
to hand over Russian territory to Rumania, 
and German Silesia to Poland. Alsace-Lor- 
raine went back to France and the mines 
of the Saar were occupied by French 
troops. Germany in Europa was. pared 
down. Germany out of Europe disappeared. 
It was interesting to observe the unfailing 
precision with which the principle of “‘self- 
determination” operated to remove the 
more valuable mineral resources of § the 
Reich. When the smoke cleared away, the 
victors had secured the spoils. 

All this, however, was not annexation 
but justice, and therefore left Germany still 
liable to pay an indemnity. That was thé 
second trick up the victor’s sleeves. They 
had suffered atrociously and had piled up 
their national debts. British shipping had 
been sunk. France and Italy had been 
devastated. Rumania had been overrun 
and Serbia had been gutted. German ter- 
ritory had, on the other hand, not. been 
touched since 1914. It was only humen 
that the victors should want some of their 
own back and that they should expect Ger- 
many to make reparation for the damage 
done to private Allied property. : 

This seemed fair enough-and Germany, 
strange as its seems, was ready to pay. She 
had lost. She had chucked out the Ho- 
henzollerns and was willing to make rea- 
Bonable amends for the damage she had 
done under their leadership. She was soon 
to discover that every obstacle was placed 
against repayment. Her assets were 
seized, her payments were undervalued and 
her recovery was systematically impeded. 

Then a most amusing fact was discover-

At last the game was in our hand. Wall 
Street controlled the giving end and Wash- 
ington. controlled the receiving end of the 
reparations racket. We acted so promptly 
that it practically gave the French: press 
nervous prostration. On June 20, 1931, 
President Hoover proposed a year's holiday 
on war debt and reparation payments with- 
out benefit of treaty. France hesitated, 
grappled instinctively to retain her financial 
half-nelson on her hereditary foe, and al- 
most precipitated the crisis which would 
have injured her more severely than any. 
other créditor nation. Then, despite her 
fire-eating nationalists and her sou-loving 
peasants, France agreed to fall in line. 

Of course, it is only for a year. A lot 
can happen in 12 months. One thing has 
happened. The United States has stopped 
paying German reparations, The repara- 
tions rackét is played out. The war debt 
saga is sagging. The next move is either 
@ scramble for partners or the creation of 
@ new international system based on 
forgiveness of debts and the reconciliatio 
of enemies. In either contingency, debts 
and reparations will simply be useful coun- 
ters in the political game and will serve 
only to pave the way for new alliances, or 
for Utopia, according to the limited politi.

SALE OF BIXBY COLLECTION 
TO PHILADELPHIAN REPORTED 


Sons of Late Capitalist, However, 
Say They Know Nothing of 


Transfer,

NEW YORK, Nov. 15.—The New 
York Times today states that the 
valuable book,and art collection of 
William K. Bixby, St. Louis capital- 
ist, who died Oct. 29, was sold pri- 
vately, before his death, to Dr. A. 
S. W. Rosenbach, Philadelphia col- 
lector. 

The ‘collection, as listed by the 
Times, included first editions of 
American and British authors, and 
about 1000 autograph letters and 
manuscripts, among them letters of 
George Washington to Benedict Ar- 
nold. - 


William H. Bixby and Harold M. 
Bixby, co-executors of their father’s 
estate, said today that they knew 
of no sale of any large part of the 
Bixby collection to Dr. Rosenbach. 
They said it was possible that he 
had acquired some articles from 
the collection by purchase or ex- 
change. 
“My father sold a part of his col- 
lection a few years ago, to the lfite 
Henry E. Huntington of Los An- 
gcles,” W. H. Bixby. said. “The 
Huntington collection is now on ex- 
hibition in Pasadena. My father 
made the sale because he knew 
that the Huntington collection was 
to be kept together for public use. 
So far as I know, that was the 
only important sale he made in re- 
cent years.’ 

Gifts were made from the Bixby 
collection to Washington University, 
the City Art Museum and the Mis- 
souri® Historical Society.
